2. Claims 1 , 3-6 & 8-17 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest: 

in claim 1 (claim 6 has similar limitations), means for adapting settings to an 
operation mode for the second type of optical recording medium in case the data signal 
does not have a given relation to the respective threshold near the focal zero crossing, 
which distinguishes between a high reflectivity optical recording medium and a low 
reflectivity optical recording medium; 
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in claim 10 (claim 13 has similar limitations), adapting settings to an operation 
mode for the second type of optical recording medium before the completion of a focus 
search cycle in case the data signal does not have a given relation to the respective 
threshold near the focal zero crossing; and 

in claim 17, means for adapting settings to an operation mode for the second type 
of optical recording medium in case the data signal does not have a given relation to the 
respective threshold near the focal zero crossing, wherein an indication that a low- 
reflectivity medium is loaded into the device causes the current search cycle with settings 
for a high-reflectivity medium to be abbreviated and to be continued with settings for a 
low-reflectivity medium. 

Claims 3-5, 8, 9, 11, 12 & 14-16 are dependent upon allowed base claims.
